‘“Torrance, Los Angeles and over
260 other cities, towns and inter-
vening rural communities will re-
ceive an ample supply of electric
energy from this titanis source of
power to meet all their demands
for house and street lighting, agri-
cultural development and for fac-
tories for some time to come.
“The power which will be de-
rived from this new electric giant
of the West will be sufficient to
bring wunder cultivation 130,000
acres of semi-arid argicultural land
and to propel 600 factories, which,

according to accepted statistics,
will give employment to 40,000
workers,

“With the completion of the
great Florence Lake tunnel, over
183 miles in length, the longest

tunnel in the West, the great water-
sheds which lie between the Kaiser
Range and the Minaret Range in
the High Sierras, having an area
about the size of the Hawallan Is-
lands, will be tapped and their
water flow from the melting snows
will reach the generators of this
new plant at a fall from Mt, Hil-
gard, the highest summit, a drop
of «over 11,000 feet, or more than
two miles of perpendicular drop.
After they have passed through the
turbines of this plant, they will re-
turn undiminished into the San
Joaquin River in an even flow to
irrigate the lands of the valley be-
neath, flood damage and waste of
water being completely eliminated.
